Cover Coins (see lots 37 and 106) 


These two great rarities of the Parthian series share an unusual facing bust presentation 
which may be characteristic of Median rulers. The earlier of the two princes, traditionally 
labelled the ‘Unknown King,” has been tentatively identified by Sellwood as Darius, king 
of Media Atropatene, a collateral Arsacid who was attacked by Roman legions during 
Pompey’s eastern campaign. The attribution of the other coin to Vologases V is no more 
certain, although his name appears in the reverse legend. Scholars have not yet disentangled 
the several successive rulers who bore this name for over a century. They supported the 
Roman pretender Pescennius Niger against Septimius Severus. Afterward they suffered 
punitive invasions by Severus and his son Caracalla, who desecrated the Parthian royal 
tombs and scattered the bones. Toward the end of their sway revolts erupted in the south 
which eventually overthrew the Arsacids and established a new dynasty, the Sasanids 


A WORD ON PARTHIA 


Parthian coins provide our most important material link with the colorful dynasty that ruled Parthia 
from c. 238 B.C. to c. A.D. 224. The remarkable Parthian kings who placed their portraits on the coins 
were always proud and ambitious, often bloodthirsty, and occasionally incestuous. For centuries they 
were the most powerful and feared enemies of Rome, and the mounted Parthian archers inflicted disastrous 
defeats on the Roman legions sent against them. The coins are a very important historical source for the 
policies and personalities of these interesting rulers. 

Arsaces I founded the Arsacid dynasty of Parthia when he was elected leader of the nomads living in 
north-east Iran. He won independence from the Seleucid empire based in Syria and so founded his king- 
dom in about 238 B.C. All subsequent kings adopted his name as an official title, and it occurs on the 
vast majority of Parthian coinage in the Greek form APZAKOT. However, it was not until the next 
century that the Parthian state made its major expansion under the powerful king Mithradates I (c. 171- 
138 B.C.). Although he won much of his territory by fighting against Greeks, Mithradates I was the first 
Parthian king to advertise his devotion to Hellenic culture by styling himself ‘‘Philhellene’’ on some of 
his coins. His nephew Mithradates II (c. 123-88 B.C.) stood second only to his uncle in posterity’s 
estimate of the whole series of Parthian kings, and his coinage bears witness to his innovative spirit. His 
later coin portraits show him wearing a tall, impressive crown adored with pearls or other gems, which 
became a symbol of royal authority, and the proud king added several titles to his coin legends, including 
Epiphanes (*“‘God made manifest”) and “‘King of Kings.” 

Early Parthian history was relatively free from familial bloodletting, but after the empire had been 
firmly established the descendents of Arsaces I began to intrigue among themselves for succession to the 
throne. Orodes II (c. 57-38 B.C.) set an example which was followed frequently by subsequent claimants. 
He and his brother collaborated to kill their father, the king, to secure their own positions, but then they 
quarrelled over the succession. Orodes II took the obvious course and had his brother executed before 
his very eyes. On his coins, Orodes did not hesitate to style himself Philopator (Loving his father’’). 
He lived, however, to regret the example he had set, for he died at the hands of his own son Phraates IV 
(c. 38-2 B.C.), who secured his position in true Parthian form by killing off his brothers and their families. 
One might have thought that the internecine strife had reached its sordid worst, but it was not so. 
Phraates IV was killed by his favorite wife, a former Italian slave, who collaborated with their son 
Phraataces (c. 2 B.C.-A.D. 4). Mother and son then married, celebrating their incestuous union on a most 
unusual coinage issue picturing the queen (and queen-mother) on the reverse. 

Coins of the Parthian kings served as public advertisements, and from the titles and portraits we can 
tell how the rulers wished to be viewed. Sometimes the historical importance is even greater, especially 
for the later Parthian period for which literary sources are weak, and kings such as Mithradates IV 
(c. A.D. 140) and Osroes II (c. A.D. 190) are Known only from the coins which they issued with their 
names in Parthian script. 

The most important Parthian coin was the silver drachm, although other denominations were also 
issued in silver and bronze. The normal design on the drachm showed the king facing left on the obverse, 
always diademed and often further adorned with a bashliq (the felt cap of the nomads) or a tiara like the 
ones introduced on the coinage by Mithradates II. Starting with late issues of Orodes II (c. 57-38 B.C.), 
the king is sometimes portrayed with a wart orhereditary tumor on his forehead, the presence of which 
seems to indicate a guarantee of genuine Arsacid blood. The portraits were engraved in the distinctive 
Greco-Iranian style, which contrasts sharply with contemporary coins of the Hellenistic kings. The 
reverse motif on the drachms was the seated archer, wearing steppe dress and holding a bow. The archer 
may represent the founder of the dynasty, Arsaces himself. He is seated on, successively, a stool, an 
omphalos, and a throne. The legend was almost always in Greek and tended gradually to increase in 
length until it was standardized under Orodes II (c. 57-38 B.C.), when it read ‘‘The King of Kings, 
Arsaces, the Just, the Beneficent, God made Manifest, Philhellene.’’ Many issues also carry monograms, 
at least some of which are probably mint marks. Ecbatana, the Hellenized Persian name for which is 
Agamatana, is apparently abbreviated by A , Rhagae by rf (a combination of rho and gamma, the first 
two consonants in the name), and Arsacia by @? (a similar combination). 

The Parthian series is a fascinating collecting field, offering an unusual variety of artistic and historical 
features.

During Orodes’ reign, in 53 B.C., the Arsacid mounted archers inflicted the famous defeat 
on the Roman forces commanded by Crassus. Thirty thousand Romans, including Crassus 
and his son, were killed or taken prisoner at Carrhae, and Roman standards were captured 
—a dishonor never before suffered by Rome.

One gift sent by Augustus 
was a slave girl, Musa, who became Phraates’ favorite wife. She bore Phraataces to him 
and induced her husband to exile his older offspring and appoint Phraataces as heir. She 
then collaborated with her son in poisoning Phraates. After accomplishing the deed, 
Phraataces and Musa were married, and this most unusual coin type was issued.
